UNDER the head of oRDINARY puniſhments, the Slaves 
appear to have ſuffered for not coming to the field in time, 
not picking a ſufficient quantity of graſs, for ſtaying too 
long of an errand, and Theft, to which they were often 
driven by Hunger. 

UNDER the Head of EXTRAORDIN AR puniſhments the 
following have been alledged as reaſons; for running away, 
for breaking a plate, or to extort confeſſion, in the moments 
of paſſion, 2 one on a diabolical pretence which the maſ- 
ter held out to the world to conceal His OWN VILLAINY, 
AND WHICH HE KNEW TO BE FALSE. WOMEN puniſh 
their Slaves, for being found pregnant, for not bringing 
home the FULL WAGES: OF PROSTITUTION, and others, 
without EVEN THE ALLEGATION OF A FAULT. 

ALL the facts that have been now adduced are of un- 

ueſtionable authority, having been extracted from the
